While the big guns boomed, hundreds of thou­ 
sands of French troops moved under protection of 
the Maginot line into position, ready to strike at the 
points the high command decides are the weakest. 
A French communique tonight reported heavy 
German troop concentrations in the Moselle valley. 
The French movements in the Saar region, how­ 
ever, were confined for the tim being to local action, 
reports received here said. 


TAKE MORE PILL BOXES 
The French were said to have taken more pill 
boxes in German territory be. orc the main positions 
of the Siegfried line. 
Th© Moselle valley between the principality of 
Luxembourg and the Saar, is one of the two most 
heavily fortified regions of both the Maginot and 
Siegfried lines. 
Great French forts guard both sides of the 
MoseH© near Sierck, while the Germans guard the 
Moselle and Rhine valley routes to Cologne. 
Military observers in Switzerland doubted that 
the French would risk a head-on assault in that 
stronghold. 
The observers said, however, the Saarland coal 
fields might fall, at least partially, into French pos­ 
session with but little resistance. 
NO SHOTS ACROSS RHINE 
Not a single shot ha* been bred across the Rhine 
river front in this vicinity since the war began, but 
Germans north of Basel are busy day and night 
strengthening their ‘‘Rhineland Gibraltar 
at nearby 
Istein. 
The city itself was turned into a fort. 
Basel 
teemed with troops and every other street corner 
was converted into a stronghold with huge, steel gir­ 
ders. railroad ties and other building materials.

No Excuse for Food Hoarding 
THERE IS no reason for housew ives of this 
com m unity to become Jittery over food staples 
and to resort to hoarding. 
Plentiful supplies of 
foodstuffs exist throughout the country, end 
th ey will flow along th e custom ary m erchandis­ 
ing channels as u aal. 
The only disruption of 
th is will result when people become unreason­ 
ably panicky and resort to storing 
But this 
w ill cause only tem porary shortages. 
It would be well for all those who now fee! 
alai m fd over food supplies to note th at there 
wsu* no shortage of food in this country during 
th e treee years before this country entered the 
Vvor.d war, and none after we got in. 
It is true 
th a t we lim ited our use of certain supplies for 
th e sake of our troops, saved alt we could and 
did w ithout som e th ings we could well get along 


vt*,bout. 
We a*e bread th at was not w hite In 
order to conserve certain grain supplies, 
We 
cut out a number of things in the luxury classes. 
But nobody went hungry. 
We had an ad e­ 
quate supply of foodstuffs for our civilian popu­ 
lation and for the fighting boys at the front and 
tp cam ps, 
As a m atter of fact, this country has 
faced m ore actual hunger and deprivation in 
ronsetjuence of our aw ful econom ic dislocation 
during the last several years than were exp eri­ 
enced at hom e during war time. 
Even In this 
later period we m oved to feed the hungry and 
to relieve those out of em ploym ent. 
So, there Is no reason for householders to 
becom e alarm ed over any possible shortage of 
food. 
We have had reports of abundant crops 
and we have large surpluses of staples on w hich 
we can rely for excessive dem ands in trade As 
local w holesalers have pointed out, the tendency 
to hoard merely results in helping to boost the 
prices of com m odities through the creation of 
tem porary scarcity, and that, of course, is not 
helpful. The old law of supply and dem and still 
operates, despite all our foolish experim ental ions 
With it.

Hugh Ike Scott, Bluefield publish­
